It  is  gratifying  to  see  bow  many  In  times  like 

this  are  bearing  one  another's  burdens  and  so 
fulfilling  the  law  of  Christ.  Periods  of  hard- 
ship bring  out  the  finer  qualities  of  those  who 
have  been  truly  ennobled  by  the  grace  of  Christ. 
The  social  system  about  which  the  brethren 
write  may  not  be  thoroughly  Chrlstlanixed.  but  It 
has  been  deeply  and  blessedly  Influenced  by  the 
Spirit  of  Jesus.  That  Rockefeller  is  giving  mil- 
lions to  feed  the  starving  Belgians,  that  Wan- 
amaker  chartered  a ship  for  the  same  purpose, 
that  Philadelphia  filled  it  up,  that  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  hauled  all  provision  for  them 
without  charge,  that  multitudes  are  responding 
to  these  appeals,  brings  back  the  echo  of  the 
first  Christmas,  "dory  to  God  in  the  highest." 
But  these  are  but  a few  conspicuous  Instances. 
Many  a landlord  is  willing  to  share  wltbsChis 
tenant,  many  a creditor  refuses  to  push  the 
debtor,  many  a banker  looks  kindly  and  sym- 
pathetically on  the  one  who  applies  for  assis- 
tance In  time  of  need.  Many  are  fulfilling  the 
command  to  bear  others’  burdens  without  know- 
ing It.  The  law  has  been  written  in  their  hearts 
and  they  are  living  It  out  unconsciously.  They 
will  say  also,  ’’When  saw  we  thee  anhungered 
or  sick  or  in  prison  and  ministered  unto  me.” 
"Inasmuch  as  ye  did  It  unto  one  of  these  least, 
ye  did  it  un^o  me.” 

The  war  In  Europe  does  not  show  that  Chris- 
tianity has  failed,  nor  is  it  likely  to  do  any 
real  Injury  to  Christianity.  It  will  purge  It  of 
much  of  Its  dross  and  formality  and  the  insin- 
cerity and  hypocrisy  that  have  accumulated 
about  it.  A'i'l  Is  not  gold  that  glitters,  and  all  Is 
not  Christianity  that  goes  under  the  name.  It 
is  sometimes  necessary  for  the  old  ship  of  Zion 
to  be  put  in  the  drydock  and  cleansed  of  bar- 
nacles and  put  in  repair.  It  is  sometimes  nec- 
essary for  the  truth  to  be  put  through  the  fiery 
furnace  that  It  may  be  purged  from  all  dross. 
There  Is  no  doubt  that  much  that  has  gone  un- 
der the  name  of  religion  In  Europe  is  fictitious. 
We  need  no  great  systems  of  state  religion  prop- 
ped up  by  the  financial  and  military  struggle  of 
the  government,  but  a new  creation,  the  con- 
version of  the  Individual  to  Christ  and  through 
His  blood.  Nor  are  we  in  this  country  free  from 
the  necessity  of  chastisement.  Let  us  thank 
God  that  we  have  been  spared  the  scourging 
that  others  are  undergoing  and  earnestly  pray 
that  His  rebuke  may  be  sufficient  without  the 
rod  of  His  anger.

A glance  at  the  flies  of  the  papers  from  1840  to 
I860,  when  lowering  war-clouds  hung  over  the 
nation,  reveals  the  Indisputable  fact  that  but  for 
the  strong,  aane  statesmanship  of  the  editors 
who  manned  our  Southern  papers  at  this  crisis, 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  could  never 
have  been  formed,  or  If  formed,  would  have  met 
with  Inevitable  disaster.  Still  more  thrilling 
and  Inspiring  are  the  files  of  the  few  papers 
that  survived  the  war.  Facing  desolation  and 
ruin  Indescribable,  with  their  schools  broken  up, 
their  church  buildings  in  many  cases  dtsiroycd, 
with  preachers  and  congregations  scattered, 
these  Baptist  heroes  of  the  reconstruction  peilod 
turned  their  faces  towards  the  future,  and  led 
by  such  men  as  the  editors  of  The  Christian  In- 
dex, and  The  Western  Recorder,  they  began  the 
work  of  re-organlsatlon,  rebuilding,  re-enlist- 
ment. With  a courage  no  less  than  Leo’s  or

150.  151  of  the  Confession  of  Faith,  In  n rab’r 
4 you  will  see  that  only  infants  of  one  or  both 
believing  parents  are  to  be  baptised.

Also,  If  chll-ren  are 
brought  by  baptism  Into  the  church  of  Christ, 
those  children  who  are  not  baptized  are  not  in  It. 
feo  if  the  word  church,  as  tbei#  used,  does  not 
refer  to  the  visible  church  but  to  the  family  of 
God  (l  don’t  know  which  Is  meant),  then  the 
unbaptlzed  children  are  not  in  that.  Either  one 
statement  Contradicts  the  other,  or  else  the 
statement  on  page  226  refers  to  the  "Inv  stole 
church,"  the  family  of  God;  and  If  It  refers  to 
thst  It  is  a aeriouB  point  Indeed.  Holding  that 
a church  Is  a congregation  of  professed  believers 
In  Cbitsl,  etc.,  Baptists  do 'not  believe  that  chil- 
dren are  to  be  brought  Into  any  kind  of  church

BAITIST  CHURCHES  AND  OTHER 
CHURCHES.  ‘ 

By  E.  L.  Wesson. 


Baptist  churches  differ  from  all  the  other 
leading  churches  In  the  South  on  four  distinctive 
sets  of  doctrines:  (1)  Doctrines  abo.t  salva- 
tion; (2)  doctrines  qpncernlng  the  church;  (3) 
doctrines  concern  og  baptism;  (4)  doctrines 
concerning  the  Lord's  supper. 

I noticed  before  some  of  the  differences  con- 
cerning the  first  set1  of  doctrines  named,  and 
emphasized  the  fact  that  the  Baptist  doctrines 
on  that  special  point  need  to  be  re-emphasized. 
If  there  were  no  other  reason  for  the  separate 
existence  of  Baptist  churches,  their  differences 
from  all  of  the  other  churches  concerning  the 
doctrines  of  salvation  would  demand  that  they 
exist. 

Baptists  differ  In  their  doctrines  from  all 
other  churches  in  the  world  on  some  points  con- 
cerning salvation — so  m ch  so  that  no  one  who 
really  believes  what  Baptists  believe  about  sal- 
vation could  consiatently  be  anything  elie. 

In  this  article  1 want  to  call  attention  to  the 
differences  between  Baptists  and  olhe'S  In  their 
doctrines  concerning  the  church;  especially  those 
points  which  concern  salvation.  Do  trine*  which 
do  not  affect  the  question  of  silvatlon,  as  held 
and  taught,  may  be  ttrmtd  non-caaenilal,  as  com- 
pared with  those  which  do.  As  1 underzt.nd 
them,  every  denomination  but  the  Baptists,  in 
some  way,  connects  salvation  with  the  church. 
If  I understand  tHcm  correctly,  the  Dis  Iples 
hold  and  teach  that  everyone  who  i*  biptized, 
by  that  act  becomes  a member  of  the  spirit  ai 
body  of  Christ,  by  seme  call  d the  “Inv  slble 
church,"  or  "the  church,"  as  well  as  becoming 
united  with  the  local  congregation  with  which 
by  their  confession  they  are  identified.  Bap- 
tists differ  from  Disciples  on  this  point.  Bap- 
tists hold  that  "the  spiritual  body  of  Christ,” 
"the  family  of  God,”  "the  houssbold  of  faith,” 
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editorial.

We  had  in 
mind  another  suggestion  which  has  been  an- 
ticipated by  The  Chronicle  and  which  we 
now  urge  upon  the  consideration  of  all  in- 
terested in  tnat  territory.

Natural  Education,  by  Elizabeth  Sackville 
Stoner.

HELP  THE  OLD  ^REACHEES. 

,We  would  not  only  ajipeal'to  yon  on  the 
ground  of  what  they  ar4  within  thema  lwa, 
bik  also  of  what  they  nave  been  to  the  de- 
nomination and  of  whad  they  have  done  for 
the  denomination; 

They  were  the  pioneem.  Before  this  coun- 
try had  grown  strong  and  great  they  preach- 
ed the  unsearchable  riejiea  of  the  kingdom. 
Iti  was  in  those  days  that  tried  men’s  souls 
thlt  they  laid  the  religious  foundations  for 
all  our  glorious  achievements.  The  tendency, 
is  when  writing  history  fo  mention  only  those 
who  are  in  positions  of  flace  and  power.  But 
jni  «pite  of  this  f|et,  and  we  are  sure  the  re- 
kqrd  books  of  terpity  wll  b»  ar  out  the  state- 
mient,  we  believes  that  Jof  all  the  agencies 
which  have  eonsyired  fo  the  past  to  make 
this  country  grflat  and  good  not  one  has 
b^cn  mor»  powerful  tKibi  the  Baptist  pulpit. 
Ajnd  many  of  tho|e  whofiave  made  the  pulpit 
o(  this  State  a miighty  force  are  today  need- 
ii)g  help. 

Not  tonly  werij  they  jpioneers,  helping  to 
tike  this  coun'rjr  for  dhrist,  but  they  cere 
a|so  bulwarks  ofjBaptist  doctrine  and  Baptist 
ffoth.  They  helped  to  establish  the  hosts  of 
£ion  on  the  rock  of  Badtist  doctrine,  and  we 
bielieve  that  at  our  hands  they  deserve  better 
treatment  than  we  ard  giving  them.  They 
Will  forever  be  jrlassedl  and  associated  with 
tfhat  is  noble  anjd  heroik  in  the  history  of  our 
denomination  Th  -y  Will  he  remembered  a* 
tpe  vicarious  sniff  rerslin  the  struerg'e  to  es- 
tablish Baptist  pr-n  inles  and  Bapti-t  doe- 
tpfnes  in  this  oi|r  blesshd  State.  Their  live' 
and  their  chdraetersj  embrace  the  noble 


In  the  first  part  of  this  article  I havp  told 
the  story  of  how  the  Presbyterian  mission- 
aries in  Korea  were  led  to  uae  the  New  Tes- 
tament  me: hod  in  their  mission  work.  Warn 
ed  by  the  mistake  that  had  been  msde  in 
China  in  using  the  subsidizing  mid  hod,  that 
is.  the  method  of  introducing  upon  the  ra  s- 
sion  fi'  ld  as  rapidly  a*  foreign  funds  would 
permit,  the  highly  organized  indi  ntiowal 
life  of  American  Christianity,  without  regard 
to  the  growth  of  the  native  church  and  its 
ability  to  assimilate  these  foreign  ins  i'u- 
tions  the  missionaries  in  Korea  determ  n'  d 
to  follow  the  example  of  the  apostles  in  in- 
troducing Chritsianity  into  a heathen  coun- 
try and  so  u^ed  whai  may  be  properly  cialled 
the  New  Testament  method,  that  is.  the 
method  of  preaching  the  gospel  to  the  heath-^ 
en,  organizing  the  converted  into  churches, 
training  them  in  God's  Word,  ranking  them 
from  the  beginning  self  governing,  self-sup- 
porting and  self-propagat'ng.  and  waiting 
for  the  stimulating  power  of  the  go  pel  in 
their  lives  to  produce  their  own  institutional 
life  and  the  equipment  needed  for  i’s  devel- 
opment. I now  wish  to  show  you  what  the 
result  of  their  faith  in  New  Testament  prin- 
ciples has  been  and  then  makp  some  com- 
parisons with  results  in  Korea  of  the  New 
Testament  method  and  results  in  China  of 
the  subsidizing  method.  ' 

Rev.  P.  R.  Abbott  of  the  Presbyterian 
Mission  in  Chefoo,  is  the  m'ssionarv  who 
spent  two  months  in  Kona  last  spring  and 
who  made  the  stirring  address  on  the  re- 
vival in  Korea,  to  which  1 referred  in  my  for- 
mer article.  He  has  kindly  furnished  me 
an  outline  of  his  address  with  permission  to 
use  it,  and  I give  it  here  that  you  may  see 
the  impressiou  made  upon  him  by  the  work 
in  Korea. 

“The  Korean  Church;  Impressions  oj  Ita 
Apostolic  Type. 

“1.  The  Policy  of  the  Missionaries  — The  r 
purpose  has  been  to  envelop  Chri  t an 
churches  of  the  apostolic  type.  They  have 
not  felt  that  it  was  fheir  duty  to  introduce 
Western  civilisation  into  Korea  but  the  gos- 
pel of  Jesus  Chri  t.  The  mi-siomries  have 
kept  themselves  in  the  background  «”d  have 
put  thp  responsibility  upon  the  churches 
Few  native  helpers  have  been  employ'  d 
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Each  missionary  is  allowed  on’y  one  evan- 
gelist. Church  buildings,  school  buildings 
and  other  equipment  have  not  been  furnished 
by  the  foreign  missions  but  have  been  fur- 
nished by  the  natives  * themselves,  as  and 
when  they  were  able.  Church  life  and  school 
work  is  under  the  control  of  the  native 
churches.  * 

“2  The  Baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit.— *The 
most  marked  feature  of  the  wonderful  work 
in  Korea  has  been  the  baptism  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  Several  years  ago,  Pastor  Keel,  of 
Pyeng  Yang,  a native  pastor,  began  praying 
earnestly  for  the  Spirit’s  power.  He  per- 
suaded others  to  join  him  in  a sunrise  prayer 
meeting.  This  meeting  grew  in  numbers, 
power  and  intensity  until  the  whole  Kor/an 
church  received  a baptism  of  power  that  has 
resulted  in  the  conversion  of  many  thousands 
and  the  empowering  for  Bervice  of  all  the 
churches. 

“3.  A Bible  Studying  Church.— So  rap- 
idly has  the  work  grown,  and  so  enthusiastic 
have  the  native  churches  been  in  taking  over 
the  evangelistic  work,  that  the  missionaries 
give  themselves  largely  to  Bible  teaching  for 
the  Christians.  This  is  done  systematically 
and  scientifically  and  is  a remarkable  feature 
of  the  work  in  Korea.  The  Korean  Chris- 
tians love  the  study  of  the  Bible  as  noth’ng 
else.  There  were  held  this  last  year  in  the 
mission  1 821  Bible  classes  eontinning  from 
four  days  to  two  weeks  each,  with  a total 
membership  of  47.484.  There  were  alBo 
seven  Bible  institutes  with  three  months’ 
term,  attended  by  502.  All  these  attendants 
paid  their  own  expenses,  and  in  many  eases 
also  a tuition  fee  sufficient  to  cover  the  run- 
ning expenses  of  the  class.  There  is  one 
Bible  elass  in  Pyeng  Yang  that  has  a mem- 
bership of  1.000  men  and  700  women. 

“4.  It  is  a Witnessing  Church.— The  mis- 
sionaries now  have  practically  turned  all 
the  evangelistic  work  over  to  the  churches. 
All  the  Christians  consider  it  their  duty  to 
witness  to  the  unsaved.  When  a Korean 
Christian  mepts  a stranger,  he  asks  him  three 
questions.  The  first  two  are  the  conventional 
Oriental  greetings:  “What  is  your  honora- 
ble name!”  “Where  i«  your  honorable  resi- 
dence!” The  third  is.  “Have  yon  believed 
on  Jesus  Christ!”  The  zeal  of  all  classes  in 
witnessing  for  Christ  is  one  of  the  most  strik- 
ing similarities  of  the  Korean  Christian  to 
the  Christian  of  the  apostolic  age. 

“5.  It  is  a Giving  Church— The  Korean 
Christians  are  sure  enough  ‘rice  Christians.’ 
Many  of  them  have  no  money  so  thpy  give 
rice  instead.  When  the  eolleetion  is  taken  in 
church,  large  boxes  are  carried  through  the 
congregation,  which  is  seated  on  the  floor, 
and  they  can  be  seen  taking  out  their  little 
bags  of  rice  and  pouring  it  into  the  collec- 
tion box.  The  contributions  -of  the  Korean 
church  for  the  past  year  average  3.70  yen 
per  communicant.  (A  yen  is  worth  about 
fifty  cents  in  gold.) 

“The  mission  reports  for  the  past  year 
fifty-three  ordained  and  219  unordained 
preachers.  These  fifty-three  pa-tors  are 
wholly  supported  by  the  native  ehnrehes  to 
whom  they  minister  and  they  do  not  draw 
one  cent  of  salary  from  the  mission^  The 
minimum  salary  was  fixed  at  fifteen  yen  per 
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month.  The  same  cannot  be  said  of  the  219 
helpers,  yet  the  very  large  majority  of  the 
men  are  entirely  supported  by  the  Korean 
church.  For  the  support  of  the  forty-four 
helpers  of  Pyeng  Yang  station  last  year  the 
churche8  gave  5,821  yen,  while  the  mission 
contributed  about  800  yen,  or  about  one- 
eighth  of  the  salaries  paid. 

“The  policy  of  the  mission  is  that  congre- 
gations shall  provide  their  own  church  build- 
ings. So  the  group  of  Chri-tians  may  meet 
in  a private  house  at  first.  Gradually  they 
provide  a church  building  as  they  are  able. 
It  may  be  very  humble  at  first,  hut  there  are 
many  splendid  structures  throughout  the 
country  erected  entirely  by  native  funds. 

“Of  the  402  lower  schools  reported  by  this 
mission,  practically  all  are  entirely  self-sup- 
porting, supplying  their  own  buildings, 
teachers,  endowments  current  expenses,  etc. 

“6.  It  ia  a Missionary  Church.  — Some 
years  ago  the  Korean  churches  sent  Korean 
mi-sionariea  at  their  own  expense  to  the 
Cuelpart  islands,  lying  to  the  south  of  Korea. 
This  work  has  now  become  self-supporting 
They  have  also  sent  missionaries  to  Koreans 
who  have  moved  into  Manchuria.  Most  re- 
cently they  have  begun  a diriinetly  foreign 
mission  work  by  sending  three  missionaries 
to 'Lai  Yang  in  Shantung  province  to  work 
among  the  Chinese.  One  of  these  men  is  one 
of  the  strongest  native  pastors  who  resigned 
from  a strong  and  growing  congregation  tt> 
go  as  a pioneer  Korean  missionary  to  China. 
This  work  is  entirely  supported  by  the 
Koreans. 

"7.  It  is  a Conquering  Church.— Next  to 
the  Japanese  government  the  Christian 
church  is  the  greatest  power  in  Korea.  The 
recent  persecution  by  the  Japanese  govern- 
ment grew  out  of  fear  at  the  influence  of  the 
church  among  the  people.  There  is  such  a 
spirit  of  co-operation,  devotion  and  power  in 
the  Christian  church  that  the  Japanese  fool- 
ishly and  hopelessly  tried  to  crush  it.  In 
the  city  of  Pyeng  Yang,  a city  of  50.000  pop- 
ulation. there  are  ten  churches  in  which  from 
five  to  seven  thou-and  people  will  be  wor- 
shipping and  studying  the  Bible  on  Sunday. 
Can  any  American  city  of  50.000  beat  that 
record!  These  are  not  small  buildings  but 
large  ones  that  dominate  the  whole  situation 
in  that  city.  There  are  three  large  church 
buildings  filled  with  people,  within  three 
minutes’  walk.  Yet  the  first  Christian  mis- 
sionary entered  that  heathen  city  le*s  than 
fifty  years  ago.” 

This  outline  of  Mr.  Abbott’s  speehc.  into 
whieh  I have  also  worked  some  statistics, 
furnished  by  a missionary  in  Korea  show  the 
marvelous  results  of  trusting  the  nstive 
Christians  to  bear  their  own  responsibilities, 
just  as  the  apostles  did  with  their  churches 
in  the  Roman  Empire. 

Over  against  this  I have  furnished  abun- 
dance of  evidence  to  prove  that  the  other 
method  has  been  ruinous  to  the  development 
of  such  an  indigenous,  upstanding  Christian 
life  in  our  Chinese  .churches. 

Bnt  in  this  artieft,  as  additional  evidence, 
I wish  to  quote  the  statements  of  two  mis- 
sionaries in  China,  both  members  of  the  Ca 
nadian  Presbyterian  Mission  in  Honan  pro- 
vince, who  describe  conditions  that  are 
typical  of  the  Chinese  churches  throughout 


China,  as  I know  from  my  investigations  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years.  I quote  tbeir  state- 
ment* from  a monthly  paper  published  by  the 
mission,  called  “The  Honan  Messenger.’ 

The  first  writes:  “An  untouched  field  of 
eight  millions  of  people  when  our  mis-i  'n- 
aries  first  reached  Honan  what  promise  after 
a quarter  of  a century  of  ita  ul  imate  Chris- 
tianization!” After  giving  statistics,  show- 
ing a membership'of  only  1.848.  he  continues, 
“From  this  we  see  at  once  that  each  Chris- 
tian does  not  add  another  each  year,  but  on 
closer  examination  we  also  find,  that  now 
with  a larger  membership,  we  are  not  ad  ling 
as  many  as  we  did  s few  years  ago.  That 
is,  with  more  missionaries  more  schools, 
more  employed  Chinese  workers  with  better 
training,  along  with  the  larger  Christian 
community,  the  numbers  added  during  the 
past  five  years  do  not  exceed  the  increase  of 
the  preceding  five  years.  • 

“Another  feature  of  the  growth  of  the 
church  seems  apnarent,  the  largest  number  of 
converts  are  drawn  from  new  center*,  and 
the  centers  where  there  have  been  Christian* 
for  some  years  fnrnmh  eomnarativelv  few 
converts,  not  a few  Christian  communities 
adding  only  those  of  the  younger  generation 
of  Christian  families 

“The  hope  of  the  church  i«  in  the  rising 
generation.  This  is  often  said  and.!*  to  soma 
extent  true,  hut  it  ia  also  true  that  young 
people  brought  up  in  Christian  homes  and 
schools  become  church  members  la-gelv  be- 
cause this  is  etfpeeted  of  them,  and  not  from 
strong  conviction,  and  in  the  face  of  oono- 
sition  as  their  parents  did.  It  would  he  d:f- 
fienlt  to  assert  that  hoys  and  girls  hron^ht 
up  in  onr  Christian  schools  are  more  e«me*t 
and  active  in  evangeliriie  work  than  their 
Christian  parents  have  been;  we  fear  the  re- 
verse ia  often  true.” 

The  second  missionary  writes:  ‘‘'Wbv  are 
ao  few  being  added  to  the  church  in  Chins! 
It  has  hern  felt  hy  most  members  of  the  mis- 
sion for  the  past  few  rear*  that  the  Chip*** 
Christians  have  been  rpo’led  bv  a too  liberal 
use  of  foreign  funds,  and  that  a great  manv 
of  them  have  come  to  the  conrinsion  that 
they  have  a right  to  look  to  the  foreigner 
for  pavment  for  any  work  they  may  engage 
in.  This  certainly  has  hindered  matters  on 
our  own  field,  and  probably  on  every  field  in 
North  China.  • • • 

“Miaaion  work  has  become  morp  and  more 
complicated.  Behoola  colleges,  hospitala.  lit- 
erary work,  organizing  work.  ete..  etc.,  are 
mcroaehing  more  and  more  on  our  time,  and 
the  man  who  refnaea  to  go  with  the  fide  is 
looked  on  a*  ‘an  old-fashioned  missionary’ 
who  has  .fallen  behind  the  times,  and  knows 
nothing  of  the  ‘science  of  misrions  ’ 

“It  is  felt  by  some  that  it  ia  a waste  of 
time  nowadays  to  stand  at  a street  corner 
or  in  a small  village,  preaching  to  the  illit- 
erate, that  Chinese  evangelista  can  do  that 
kind  of  work  ever  so  much  better  than  the 
foreign  misaionary.  The  result  i*  that  the 
^proportion  of  missionaries  whd  give  th*m- 
selves  to  this  rock-bottom  work  is  becoming 
alarmingly  small  and  if  one  will  look  at  thft 
oroblem  carefully  from  this  standpoint,  it  is 
nossible  he  will  see  the  true  answer  to  the 
problem  which  confronts  our  mission  and 
>very  mission  in  North  China.
